Lengthy negotiations were undertaken by NUMEC 
with the Government of Israel for the purpose of organizing 
а company to undertake research in the field of atomic 
radiation. The radiation research was initiated with the 
hope that spoilage of citrus fruits in storage could be 
reduced by eradicating the bacteria which causes spoilage, 
and that irradiation would eliminate the transportation of 
live larvae of the Mediterranean fruit fly. 


In addition to the citrus irradiation project, 
ISORAD is now engaged in research projects involving the 
irradiation of other agricultural products. 


Prior to and subsequent to the formation of 
ISORAD, Dr. SHAPIRO and representatives of NUMEC discussed 
their plans relative to the Organization of ISORAD with the 
United States Atomic Energy Commission, the Security Division 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, and with an individual of 
the United States Embassy in Israel, believed to be the United 
States Ambassador. Subsequent to the formation of ISORAD, 
news media in the United States were furnished details of 
the organization and plans of ISORAD, 


AS a result of his association with ISORAD, 

Dr. SHAPIRO has had business association with JOSEPH EYAL, 
Science Attache, Embassy of Israel, Washington, D. C., and 
the Purchasing Commission of the Israeli Government in 

New York City. Іп this connection, NUMEC has sold its 
manufactured products to the Government of Israel after 
securing a license from the Export Control Division of the 
United States Department of Commerce. 


Dr. SHAPIRO has made every effort to comply with 
the laws of the United States in connection with his business 
venture with the Israeli Government. He stated that neither 
he nor NUMEC has registered with the Registration Section of 
the United States Department of Justice, Washington, D. C., 
considering NUMEC 's business association with the Israeli 
Government as a bona fide business venture. He stated that, 
in his opinion, he has never operated or served as an agent 
Of the Israeli Government or any other government. His 
records of shipments with the Department of Commerce are

In April (1968), Atlantic-Richfield entered 

the nuclear energy field by acquiring NUMEC of 
Apollo, Pa., and its 700 employees will operate 

as a wholly-owned subsidiary of Atlantic-Richfield 
under ARCO Chemical Company, continuing operations 
with its present management and staff. 

Started in late 1956, NUMEC was the brain-chilld 
of men of vision who participated in the early 
development of the nuclear age, notably Dr. Zalman|M. 
Shapiro, President, Dr. Frederick Forscher (deleted) 


and Leonard P. Pepkowitz. 
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The company is an important producer of 
nuclear fuels and other materials used in commercial 
nuclear power reactors. Such exotic elements а; 
uranium, plutonium, thorium, hafnium and zircon um, 
most of which were only laboratory curiosities 
quarter of a century ago, are used in company 
operations. 


Working under rigid health and Security regu} 
lations, the firm holds Atomic Energy Commissio! 
licenses for possessing, bandling and ргосеввіп 
nuclear materials.  NUMEC also holds permits fri 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania for radioactiv 
waste disposal. The company is certified for 
storage of classified documents. 


One of NUMEC's most interesting products h 
just come off the drawing boards. Using plutoniun- 
238 as a power Source, NUMEC scientists and 
engineers will soon begin tes.ing a radioisotope 
powered cardiac pacemaker.

NUMEC headquarters and some research and 
production activities are in Apollo, approximatel 
30 miles northeast of Pittsburgh.  NUMEC was 2

housed in a building that was originally a ship; 
and storage building for a steel company. Now 
is the heart of uranium processing operations. In 
facilities of over 65,000 square feet, nuclear 
products are produced. 


In addition, the company has a 58 acre site 
five miles north of Apollo, where the Advanced 
Materials Center is located. In this complex 
NUMEC operates extensive manufacturing "uiris id 
and a full range of research, development, testi &, 
decontamination and waste disposal functions and 
Services. The Advanced Materials Center is the 
world's first privately-owned, fully-integrated 
plant engaged in the production, research and 
development of plutonium as a fuel material. 
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Since 1960, NUMEC's main efforts have been 
devoted to this program, sponsored by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. The plant's original 20,000 
Square foot space has been nearly doubled since 
1960 to permit the company to provide products 
and services on a commercial basis. 


Plutonium is a man-made fissionable product 
formed from the uranium isotope U-238 in a nuclear 
reactor. Uranium-238 makes up 99.3 percent of 
natural uranium, but it does not produce energy 
through a chain reaction. 


Plutonium, however, can produce energy through 
а chain reaction, and scientists are developing 
commercial methods for exploiting this. 


In 1961, NUMEC erected a second plant at the 
Center, primarily for process development and 
manufacturing of ultra-high purity materials. 
There engineers developed a new production 
technique for manufacturing hafnium crystal bees 
weighing more than 300 pounds and measuring ove 
50 feet in length. Rolled into plate form, the 
hafnium is used for control rods for nuclear 
reactors. 


In October, 1964, NUMEC became operating 
contractor for the Atomic Energy Commission's 
Niagara Falls Isotope Separation Facility. The 
plant is the only producer in the free world of 
В10, a boron isotope. В10 is a valuable material 
for use in fabrication of reactor control rods 
because of its high neutron absorption capacity. 
The 110 employees working on the 340 acre site 
are processing В10, and researching new uses for 
it and Bll, a by-product from the process. 
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NUMEC's accomplishments and capabilities 
are reflected in the international scope of the 
company's business. Тһе diversity of NUMEC's 
customer roster includes every domestic nuclear 
reactor fabricator and numerous leading aero- 
Space manufacturers, in addition to similar 
organizations abroad. 


Ав à producer апа consultant, NUMEC also 
serves such governmental agencies as the U, S. 
Department of Defense, NASA, Atomic Energy 
Commission, the Atomic Energy Commissions of 
France, Italy, Belgium, Sweden, Canada, the 
Netherlands and Japan; and leading international 
research institutes. 


Currently, plant space totaling more than 
150,000 square feet is devoted to manufacturing, 
research and development and general offices. 
In manufacturing, the company has produced 
hundreds of tons of nuclear fuel materials for 
major reactor projects, such as the Yankee Power 
Reactor in New England, the San Onofre in Southern 
California, and the SELNI Reactor in Italy. 


NUMEC was one of the first firms to receive 
Atomic Energy Commission permits for processing 
uranium of all enrichments. NUMEC, however, does 
not own the plutonium and enriched uranium that 
go into its plants. Because of security arrange 
ments, the Atomic Energy Commission owns all such 
material and required that detailed records be 
kept by all companies handling the materials. I 
sells only its services for processing the uranium| 
into usable forms - not the uranium itself. Тһе 
firm receives raw materials under Special lease 
from the Atomic Energy Commission in the form of 
uranium hexafluoride which has been processed from 
the uranium ores. 
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Safety regulations govern every move made 
at the plant. For example, metal "birdcage" гаскӛ 
isolate uranium hexafluoride containers. If 
placed too close together, a "critical" conditian 
results, creating extremely high temperatures. 
Signs and light signals indicate areas where 
radioactive materials are being processed or used} 


Even a minute amount of plutonium may pose |a 
radiation problem and many safeguards are used in 
the plant to avoid accidental exposures. Waste 
materials must be disposed of very carefully. 
They are usually packaged in sealed containers 
and sent outside the area for burial in locations 
approved by the Atomic Energy Commission.

At 2:22 p.m., Shapiro, his wife and companions

It includes Pearl 
Harbor, cooperation with the Russians in their "Operation 
Keelbaul", export of the Kama river vehicle plant 
equipment, our politically ordained defeat in Viet-nam and 
many тоге. The nature оҒ these "national disgraces" range 
from direct participation to the mishandling of events in 
which the nation wes simply the victim. This letter is in 
regard to a single instance of the Tatter category which 
has never been resolved and which constitutes the ultimate 
national and international hazard. 


The incident referred to is the 1964 loss of highly 
refined uranium at NUMEC (Nuclear Materials and Equipment 
Corporation) in Apollo Pennsylvania.

. that between 260 and 500 pourras of uranium was removed 
from the plant without authority, however the person or 
persons responsible have never been revealed.  Ssveral 
media reports including a major network documentary have 
presented evidence indicating that а serious effort was 
never initiated by our government to determine and report 
the recipient of the material or to obtain return of the 
material. The quantity is sufficient to produce a number 
Of nuclear explosive devices, and obviously represents the 
ultimate terrorist ordnance. N 


As a constituent I respectfully request that action be 
taken at the earliest to ascertain the responsibility for 
the removal, to report the findings to the nation, and to 
return the material to U.S. control.

October that the nuclear war threat to human reproduction 
is much greater than anyone had known up to that time, 
Careful statistical studies of babies born downwind 
of the 1945 atomic test in New Mexico and the Nevada 
nuclear tests even though most had been underground, 
and of the thermonuclear tests in the Pacific, prove 
beyond slightest shadow of doubt that each series of 
tests has significantly promoted infant mortality. 


"Nuclear radiation kills infants by reducing 
their ability to make antibodies to protect themselves 
from disease. The infants died of disease, and their 
deathSs were at first thought to be natural.“ It was 
only when the alarming pattern of the new attack of 
infant mortality in the world was studied statistically 
and was proved to be linked to nuclear explosions that 
it was discovered that these infants were really 
murdered by nuclear bombs, the agent of death often 
being Strontium-90 in milk, or radjahion which the 
parents had received before the intant was born.

[N uclear-Powered 


Heart Device 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)—The 
government announced today the world's 
first known nuclear-powered Cardiac 
Pacemaker—a potential weapon against 
a serious form of heart disease—has 
been implanted in a dog. 

The device is designed to operate for 
at least 10 years, and its implantation 
was hailed as a potentia] "major mile- 
Stone" in the cardiac field. 

The. Atomic Energy Commission, 
which developed the device, announced 
the operation.had taken place at the 
public health service's National Heart 
Institute. 


It is the first of several implantations 
planned during the next eight months in 
heatlhy dogs. The first human trials are 
tentatively scheduled sometime there- 
after at Beth Israel Hospital, Newark, 
N. J., the AEC said. 


The nuclear-powered device, only two- 
thirds the size of a pack of cigarets, 
and weighing only 3% ounces, is hope- 
fully designed as a long-lasting replace- 
ment for battery-operated artificial car- 
diac Pacemakers now used by 20,000 
Americans.

The results of this investigation were furnished to 
the Justice Department. In September, 1966, the Justice Depart- 
ment advised that the activities of Shapiro and МОМЕС did not 
fall under the purview of the Foreign Agents Registration Act. 


In February, 1966, the AEC advised there were 
indications that МОМЕС was lax in the management of nuclear 
materials. Since April, 1957, АБС had made extensive internal 
technical checks at Muc and had reported the situation to the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy (JCAL). The Joint Committoe 
was told by АВС on February 14, 1966, that in the absence of 
evidence or suspicion of a violation of the law, AEC had 
determined that inquiry by the FBI not then warranted.

According to AEC, NUMEC received 1,012 kilograms of 
uranium-235 from AEC to process into fuel elements for nuclear 
reactors for space propulsion. This subcontract was completed 
оп October 31, 1964. Іп April, 1965, an AEC inventory indicated 
а loss, fixed by а later АБС check in November, 1965, at 61 
kilograms valued at $764,000. Іп addition, a survey of the 
plant's operations since 1957 revealed that NUMEC had experienced 
а total cumulative loss on all AEC subcontracts of 178 kilograms, 
All but 61 of which AEC considered properly accounted for by 
normal processing losses. ДЕС was unable to say unequivocally 
that theft or diversion of the 61 kilograms had not taken place, 
but A&C believed that NUMEC consistently underestimated its 
processing losses and that the loss of tho 61 kilograms charged 
to the latest subcontract actually reported an accuaulation of 
losses over an year period. AEC pointed out, however, that 
because the NUMEC records system was not then so set up, no 
determination could be made as to when the various losses occurred 
or whether material provided for the latest subcontract was usod 
knowingly or inadvertently, to offset losses on other contracts. (14 


AEC advised that there would be no financial loss to 
the Government as NUMEC had agreed to pay for the 61 kilograms. 
In addition, NUMEC had developed а botter system for controlling 
nuclear materials and an improvement was also expected due to 
NUMEC's hiring of a former AEC official. AEC advised, however, 
that prior to making more penetrating checks into NUMEC's 
operations, it was felt the FBI should be consulted to — 


The FBI advised AEC on March 1, 1966, that the ЕБІ had 
given full consideration to this matter and that under the circum- 
stances presented by АЕС, the FBI did not intend to assume any 
investigative responsibility; however, it was requested that AEC 
advise the FBI of any further developments coming to its attention 
concerning this matter which would indicate there had been a 
violation within FBI jurisdíction.

It was also established that Shapiro was acquainted 
with Avrahan Hermoni, Scientific Attache of the Israeli Embassy 
in Washington, D. C. Оп November 3, 1968, apparently at the 
request of Hermoni, Shapiro arranged a meeting at his home 
which was attended by 11 United States scientific and technical 
people, some of whom in the past have been associated with the 
АЕС program. During this meeting Hermoni apparently requested 
that each of the individuals undertake certain information 
gathering assignments on behalf of Israel. Further investigation 
was unable to determine whether any of the information requested 
or subsequently passed by any of those individuals involved 
classified information. Hermoni was assigned to the Israeli 
Ministry of Def and specifically assigned weapon production 
responsibility.

Interviews 


Dr. Walter Patrick, Chemistry Department, Johns 
Hopkins University, advised in 1949 that he had known 
Mr. Shapiro for about six years and that the applicant 
had studied and conducted research work directly under 
him for about two years prior to 1948.

The Nuclear Materials and Equipment Corporation 
(NUMEC) was founded by ZALMAN MORDECAI SHAPIRO at a time 
when the Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) was attempting to 
interest industry in the manufacture of nuclear fuel rods. 
As part of the inducement to manufacturers, the AEC excercised 
very little control over the handling of material and over 
physical security. There was no resident on-site inspection 
or audit and what inspections and audits were conducted were 
conducted infrequently. In addition to NUMEC there were a 
number of other manufacturers under contract to the AEC for 
the production of nuclear fuel rods, but most of the other 
firms held only one contract at а time. NUMEC was possibly 
the only firm at that time to have а series of overlapping 
contracts spanning several years. Іп each contract of the 
NUMEC type let by the AEC there was a provision that the 
manufacturer must return 1007 of the material provided by 
the government. Loss of material із inherent in the production 
of the U-235 used іп the fabrication of the nuclear fuel rod 
and at the time а bid is made on the contract the manufacturer 
is aware of financial penalties imposed for any loss of 
material.  Presumably, loss of material and the consequent 
financial penalty exacted was taken into account in the 
bidding. When the average contracter completed his contract, 
the material not lost in production was returned to the AEC 
and the contractor paid for any loss of material. 1% was 
the opinion of AEC that in the case of NUMEC, because that 
corporation held а series of overlapping contracts, it would 
have been possible for the firm, when completing one contract, 
to return to the AEC the full amount of material called for 
by the contract. This could have been accomplished by 
borrowing material from the following and overlapping contract. 
It is felt by AEC that this was apparently done over a series 
of contracts and over a span of years. In any event, when 
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NUMEC completed its final contract it had no follow-on contract 
materiel to borrow from and NUMEC had to admit to a serious 
shortage of material which it paid for under the terms of 

the last contract.  THARP was unaware as to whether NUMEC 

may have returned 100% of the material on all but the last 
contract: whether it may have paid for only minimal losses 

or just how the loss discovered at the conclusion of the 

final contract was accrued. 


SHAPIRO was interviewed by representatives of the 
AEC concerning the lost material but he made no admission 
to indicate that he was juerline material from one contract 
to another. He merely attributed the logs to the fact that 
the loss .contained in the waste material had been under- 
estimated. He had to concede that the loss had to have occurred 
over a number of contracts апі, could not have been attributed 
solely to his final contract. ұр 


THARP advised that SHAPIRO actually developed th 
process used by industry for the manufacture of nuclear 
fuel and is of the opinion that when AEC conducted an 
exeminetion of NUMEC's performance it was found that the 
shortage of material experienced by NUMEC over the years and 
over the span of its contracts was more or less in line with 
that exnerienced by other manufacturers under contract to 
AEC at that time. 


THARP considers that no diversion of material took 
place because SHAPIRO could not have accomplished it alone.

On February 24, 1966, RUDY PIACENTINO, Security Officer, 
Nuclear Materials and Equipment Corporation, Lewiston, New 
York, furnished the following information to the Buffalo, Now 
York Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


d Three iron flasks, each containing approximately 76 

| pounds of mercury, were received by the Nuclear Materials 

j and Equipment Corporation, Lewiston, New York, sometime during 
February, 1965. The three flasks of mercury were maintained 

in the laboratory of this corporation and mercury was being 

| used out of one of these flasks. Two flasks of mercury were 

4 first noticed as missing or stolen sometime during the first 
part of November, 1965, but tbey were not reported as stolen 
until February ak, 1966, inasmuch as it was felt that the two 
flasks of mercury might have been misplaced and would be located 
some place in the plant. The two flasks, which are not 
identifiable, contained approximately 130 pounds of mercury, 
which was the property of the U. S. Government, and the value 

of the missing mercury was placed at $389.12. The two flasks 

of mercury were not maintained in a locked cabinet and the 
laboratory where the flasks of mercury was kept is accessible 

to all of the employees of the corporation. Although the two 
flasks of mercury were first noticed as missing during the 

first part of November, 1965, none of the employees of the 
corporation could recall having seen the two flasks of mercury 
prior to November, 1965, therefore » the two flasks of mercury 
could have been taken from the Nuclear Materials and Equipment 
Corporation anytime between July, 1965 and November, 1965, 

From July, 1965 to November, 1965 there were a number of 
individuals working for various construction companies doing n 
construction work at the Nuclear Materials and Equipment Corpora- 
tion, and а11 of those construction workers, whose identities 
were not available, had access to the laboratory where the flasks 
of mercury were kept and could have taken the missing flasks of 
mercury.

On February 2), 1966, nine of the employee of the 
laboratory of the Nuclear Materials and Equipment Corpora- 
tion were interviewed relative to the two missing flasks of 
mercury, but they were unable to furnish any information 
relative tothe missing flasks of mercury or the identity of 
the person who might have been responsible for taking the 
flasks of mercury. 


Between February 25, 1966, and March 23, 1966, ten 
scrap and junk dealers in the Niagara Falls - North Tonawanda, 
New York area were contacted to determine whether they had 
purchased any large quantity of mercury in recent months. 

These scrap and junk dealers advised they had not purchased 

any large quantity of mercury in recent, months and further stated 
they are seldom approached by individuals attempting to sell 
mercury. 


In view of the length of time that had elapsed from 
when the two flasks of mercury were last known to be at this 
corporation to when investigation was initiated in this matter, 
the large number of possible suspects in this theft, and the 
fact that the two missing flaske cannot be identified, the 
investigation of this theft wac closed in the Buffalo office on 
April 27, 1966. 


On May 12, 1966, information was received by the 
Buffalo Office that a refining company at Buffalo, New York, 
had purchased approximately 500 pounds of mercury over a 
relatively short period of time from the owner of the Empire 
Scrap Metals Company, Niagara Falls, New York. 


In view of this information, the investigation of 
the theft of the mercury from the Nuclear Materials and Equip- 
ment Corporation was reopened, despite the fact that the owner 
of the Empire Scrap Metals Company at Niagara Falls, New York, 
was one of those scrap dealers previously interviewed relative 
to this theft. 


On May 13, 1966, the owner of the Empire Scrap 
Metals Company, Niagara Falls, New York, was interviewed and 
he advised that he has sold a fairly large quantity of mercury 
to a firm at Buffalo, Heu York, but in the course of his busi- 
ness ho purchases small quantities of mercury from time to time

and after accumulating a fairly large quantity of mercury he 
sells the mercury to а dealer in Buffalo, New York. The owner 
of the Empire Scrap Metals Company further advised that at 

no time has he ever purchased any large quantity of Mercury 
from anyone and that he has no type of records setting forth 
the identity of the persons from whom he has purchased Mercury 
in recent months. 


In view of the above, the investigation of this theft 
was gain closed in the Buffalo Office on June 20, 1966.

On January 28, 1970, FREDERICK H. SCHMIDT, 
Director, Office of Internal Security, Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, advised that in ali 
probability any contract or grant under which SIEGEL 
would be working would be with the National Institutes 
of Health (NIH). He mentioned that as a matter of policy, 
grants are not given to individuals, but are usually made 
to universities or other erganizations and individuals doing 
research thereunder are designated as Principal Investigators. 


The oniy information SCHMIDT had on subject was 
that contained in a 1966 list of NIH Brants, which showed 
under Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., the name BENJAMIN M. 
SIEGEL, under grant number АТОМ 12893-02, SSS and the study 
being conducted was shown as "An ultra high resolution 
electron microscope". SCHMIDT stated he doubted the study 
was classified, since МІН generally does not handle such 
material. He sugzested that further inquiry be made at 
the office of HOWARD КЕТТЬ, Deputy Assistant Director for 
Administration, NIH, to determine if subject is working 
under a current grant and if it concerns classified material.

H SIEGEL recalled attending a meeting at the home 
of Dr. ZA г IRO at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, in November, 
1968, along with five or six other scientists and AVRAHAM 
“SHERMONI who was then a scientific advisor at the Israel! 
Embassy in Washington, D. C. SIEGEL had met SHAPIRO on two 
or three previous occasions in connection with scientific 
matters of mutual interest. Those in attendance at the 
"meeting were generally regarded às experts in their field 
of study, who were also interebted in assisting the 
Government of Israel in technical and scientific matters. 
It was agreed at the outset of the meeting that no classified 
matters would be discussed by anyone. SIEGEL, who has extensive 
knowledge in functioning of "image tubes', denied having 
access to any classified materials and is confident that 
none was discussed at the meeting in this area. The meeting 
Covered a number of technical matters and explored the means 
of obtaining information in these matters through legitimate 
sources such as technical publications, industrial literature, 
and the like. SIEGEL was unable to recall Specific technical 
matters discussed other than "image tubes! and technical 
problems relative thereto. . While atomic power may have been 
and probably was the subject of some discussion, SIEGEL was 
unable to recall any specific conversation in this regard, 
He pointed out that HERMONI emphasized many times during the 
discussion that he was interested only in sources of unclassi- 
fied information that would be of assistance to Israel in 
technical and research matters. There have been no such 
meetings since, according to SIEGEL and he had no further 
contacts with HERMONI or SHAPIRO. Не was unable to recall 
exactiy who arranged for the meeting, but feels that all who 
participated had some part in its preparation.

Shapiro expressed the concern that his company as a result of process losses 


of materials in 1965 had been blackballed and that recently NUMEC had been

He expressed the view that the purpose of this meeting was in fact related 
to the losses of material at NUMEC in 1965 and the fact that the staff of 
the JCAE had indicated he had probably carried the unaccounted-for material 
to Israel presumably for use in the Israeli weapons program.

Inteliigence Agency operatives were 
able 10 prove something that U.S. 
officials had wondered about for 
several years.

The unraveling began in 1975, 
James H. Conran, 3 young analyst 
the division of safeguards of the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission (one 
of the two agencies formed when the 
Atomic Energy Commission dissolved 
in 1975), was assigned to put together a 
history of the development of 
safeguards protecting the use of what 
the government calied SNM, or 
Strategic Nuclear Materials. In the 
course of his research, Conran 
discovered that there was one file so 
secret that the other half of the old 
AEC, the Energy Research and 

evelopment Administration, refused 
to admit knowledge of it. If the file 
concerned “NUMEC, then Cparan 
guessed it was probably important, 
because he knew that the company’s 
chronic security problems had 
triggered the nation’s first major 
overhaul of the rules covering the 
growing traffic in SNM. He became 
convinced that he could not write an 
accurate history of safeguards without 
knowing the full story of NUMEC. 

Conran began raising the issue with 
his superiors. How could the NRC 
carry out its responsibility to protect 
against possible diversions of nuclear 
materials if it was not fully informed 
about incidents that may have 
occurred in the past? In December 
1975, Conran’s questions caught 
ear of Edward Mason, then one of 
NRC's five commissioners, who, in 
turn, brought the matter to a head by 
telling the chairman of the NRC, 
William A. Anders, that if there was 
CIA material concerning N EC, as 
Conran suspected, the NRC was 
entitled to a briefing. 

Two months later, the NRC got tha: 
briefing, from Car! Duckett, then the 
СІА% deputy director for science and 
technology and one of the govern- 
ment's official xeepers of the М 'UMEC 
secrets. (Conran was not invited.) As 
some of the NRC commissioners 
recalled the briefing, Duckett's hands 
were shaking as he produced a file on 
the conference table. It was stamped 


Бақыр told the NRC co 
that by the mid-1950s, the U.S. had 
come to suspect that Israel had a 
nuclear weapons capability.

“By the end of the meeting it was a 


pretty somber group.“ Duckett would 
later recall for the benefit of NRC 
investigators. Anders, he said, 
announced that, “in light of the 
sensitive nature of the informati 
was going to the Wi use” with 
the NUMEC story. Af 
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President Ford promptly ordered the 
FBI to begin a new investigation of 
NUMEC's activities during the mid- 
1960s. 

None of this high-level concern was 
much help to Conran or other 
safeguards experts at the NRC. Carl 
Builder, then the NRC's top safeguards 
official, had attended the briefing and 
decreed that because of its great 
sensitivity, the episode was better left 
closed." In fact, the eleven NRC 
officials at the briefing had been so 
awed by the secrecy surrounding the 
file that they did not even ask to see it. 

There was no question, then, that the 
NUMEC material was very sensitive. 
Some of the FBI agents who had 
worked on the case had been warned 
never to mention its name, not even in 
the ЕВІ office. But in the never-never 
world of Weshington's intelligence 
community, what is regarded as 

ensitive in one forum may not be 
treated as sensitive before another; 
only a month after Duckett's briefing 
at the NRC, word of Israel's bomb 
capability leaked out. 

The leaker was none other than 
Duckett himself. It happened during 
an evening of many cocktails and a 
lavish buffet—an event staged by the 
CIA at its Langley, Virginia head- 
quarters, as part of its new “public 
relations” program. The guests were 
150 members of the American Institute 
of Aeronautics and Astronautics. 
Presiding over what was billed as an 
“unclassified” state-of-the- world 
intelligence briefing, Duckett appar- 
ently feit relaxed among the aerospace 
executives and familiar surrounc- 
ings—so relaxed that when one 
executive wondered during a question- 
and-answer period whether the rumors 


about Israel having the bomb were 


true, Duckett set him straight. Israel, 
he said, “has ten to 20 nuclear r weapons 
ready and available for use." 

Four days later, when an account of 
Duckett's remarks appeared іп Тле 
Washington Post, there was a non- 
nuclear explosion within the executive 
suite at Langley. George Bush, ihe 
СІА% new director, was fuming. So

Helping Israel Over the Threshold H

They had the 
metal, but, the CIA concluded, they 
didn't have the technological capabil- 
ity to produce highly enriched 
uranium. Somebody Ead helped lsrael 
Over the threshold. 

It didn't take long for ihe CIA to 
focus its suspicions onNUMEC, which

When Shapiro first set up shop, 
everyone seemed to want to be kind to 

NUMEC. Admiral Hyman Rickover 
bestowed his lucrative nuclear fuel 
contracts on the firm. A Pittsburgh 
corporation. Apollo Industries lnc., 
advanced $450,000 in capital and also 
provided, rent-free, a former steel 
fabrication plant. Shapiro quickly 
gained a reputation in the nuclear 
industry as a hustler, competing 
furiously for government contracts 
and taking on some ofthe more exotic, 
` risk-filled jobs that other companies 
rejected. 

His business flourished. In addition 
10 American contracts, Shapiro 
developed a siring of foreign clients 
who wanted uranium fuel for various 
nuclear processes. Between 1957 and 

1965 NUMEC shipped half a ton of U- 

235 to authorized overseas clients, 
primarily Italy, Japan, France, 
Germany, and the Netherlands. "There 
is no reason why we can't eventually 
become the du Pont of the atomic fuel 
industry.“ he once told a New York 
тез reporter. "We're not afraid of 
size or growth. It's healthy.” 

At the same time anot 
healthy side of Shapiro's business w 
evolving. Documents released recently 
by the "Department of Energy show 
that by 1961 NUMEC had come to be 
regarced as a serious security risk. “It 
appears that the lack of an effective 
program can be attributed to а general 
apathy toward security which has 
permeated the entire NUMEC 
organization,” stated one AEC report 
after two security inspections. 

What troubled the AEC even more 
was that the plant’s bookkeeping had 
gone out of control. Although 
NUMEC's contracts with the govern- 
ment specified that none of the 
government-owned highly enriched 
uranium at the plant could be mixed 
with uranium from other contracts, 
Shapiro had been mixing the metal 
from different contracts “as a matter of 
policy.” Because of U-235's peculiar

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stream of foreign scientists and 
technicians visited NUMEC. Among 
those with whorn the AEC, end later 
the ЕВІ, seemed most concerned were 
Baruch Cinai, an Israeli metallurgist, 
and Ephraim Lahav, the scientific 
attache to the Israeli embassy in 
Washington. Both made frequent visits 
to the plant. At the time, NUMEC 
housed 2,400 classified documents, 
including detailed descriptions of 
secret military research and develop- 
ment programs. After several 
warnings, including a letter from 
Rickover's office that a failure to apply 
strict controls on the aliens could 
amount to а violation of espionage 
laws, the AEC concluded in late 1963 
that the security message was still not 
getting across. NUMEC “did not have 
positive controls for its alien 
employees,” and a more rigorous set of 
AEC inspections was proposed for the 
following year. 


Uranium in the Pits 


Throughout this period, Shapiro 
often took the offensive against AEC 
inspectors, arguing that new security 

ensures impiemented at the plant 
would eliminate all future problems 
and that any further interference with 
NUMEC'’s normal operations would 
amount to discrimination against a 
small businessmen irying to compete 
with major companies. The end of the 
often-heated dialogue came on April 
30, 1965, when the fears of the 
inspectors suddenly became much 
more concrete. NUMEC was due to 
complete a contract for Westinghouse, 
which had sent NUMEC a large 
amount of U-235 fuel for a nuclear- 
powered rocket then being considered 
for the nation’s space progr ram. No new 
uranium supplies were coming into the 
plant, so the mixing that had troubled 
AEC inspectors was no longer 
possible. Instead, Westinghouse was 
told the startling news: NUMEC didn't 
have all of the uranium. At first it 
appeared the loss was 134 pounds, 
enough io таке roughly six atomic 
bombs. Shapiro found he had some 


explaining to do. $ 
Shapiro reassured everyone that the 
loss was not much to worry about. The 
highly enriched uranium, he said, was 
not really gone, it was still there at 
Apollo in two big waste pits that had 
been dug in 1962 and 1963 to hoid 
some of NUMEC's uranium debris. 
NUMEC, he claimed, had simply 
underestimated the amount of 
uranium filings, uranium oxide 
particles, and other fragments of the 


precious metal that could have been. 


recovered from the filters, discarded 
machinery, workers’ clothing, and 
other articles that had gone iato the 
pits. In fact, Shapiro toid the AEC, 
there was probably more uranium in 
the pits: than had been lost on the 
rocket fue! contract. 

To prove his point, Shapiro ordered 
his employees.to begin exhuming items 
from the 1962 ри. A sampling quickly 
showed, however, that the pit 
contained only a smal! fraction of the 
highly enriched uranium wastes he had 
promised. So Shapiro shifted his 
ground slightly, arguing that most ofit 
was really in the 1963 pit. The only 
problem, he szid, was that bec: амзе of 
the weather and various engi 
considerations, he would not de able to 
dig up the pit until the following 
spring. 

Howard Brown, t the AE 
general manager, and oiher 
officials trying to account for 
missing uraniu a'i about tow 
that long for an answer. A showdown 
occurred, on Ser er 25, 1955, ina 
meeting in Washington between 
Shapiro and Brown, who bro 
along ten of his staff members. The 

geting is described in several memos 
written to the files, one of which states 
that “Dr. Shapir го became emotionally 
overcome" when Brown and the other 
argued that he had to continue digging 
for the uranium. There was a ten- 
minute recess after which a' more 
composed Shapiro admitted he was 
upset about the loss of several 
government contracts, which had 
contributed to recent business 
reversals. As one memo put it: 


wer, 


"[Shapiro] reported that while he 
felt confident that the 1963 pit 
contained the missing material, he was 
reluctant to gambie that it might not be 
there. We [the AEC] pointed out that 
he was asking the Commission to 
gambie that it might not be there, thus 
placing the Commission in an 
untenable position.” 

By the end of the meeti Shapiro 
caved in. The 1963 pit was quickly 
opened, and on October 21, NUMEC 
had to admit that samples of the debris 
revealed only about ten per cent of the 
highly enriched uranium Shapiro had 
said would be found. On November 1, 
a special team of AEC inspectors 
descended on Apollo and, after a two- 
week search, calculated that a total of 
391 pounds of highly enriched uranium 
had disappeared at the plant between 
1957 and November 1965. After 
factoring in reasonable estimates for 
all possible ways in which material 
could have been lost or „wasted in 
various plant processes, the inspection 
team concluded that the loss of 206 
pounds could not be explained, 
including the missing uranium from 
the Westinghouse contract. No similar 
plant had ever reported losses of that 
magnitude, 

Because of the state of NUMEC’s 
records, the inspectors were not even 
able to pinpoint when the major losses 
might have taken place. Some of the 
records, the inspectors discovered, had 
been “inadvertently destroyed" in what 
the company described as an 
overzealous factory cleanup campaign 
a year earlier. As a result, the 
conclusion of the inspectors’ report 
was carefully hedged in language that 
set the tone for all future statements 
about NUMEC losses: “Although it 
cannot be stated with certainty that 
theft or diversion did not take place, 
the survey team found no evidence to 
Suggest these possibilities.” Two days 
after the report came in, Brown and 
NUMEC's lawyers concluded an 
elaborate series of negotiations over 
how much the company would have to 
pay for the missing metal. The final bill 
was $929,000.

Washington for the bureaucrat who 
constructs the most artfully hedged 
statement, perhaps it should have been 
awarded to the man who drew up the 
March team's report. The report | 
concluded that, despite the missing 
documents, there were enough internal 
controls over the plant's overseas 
shipments that, "when properly 
impiemented, should, ia the absence of 
deliberate collusion, ensure that the

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Brown, now a lawyer іп Washing- 
ton, says that at the time of the report 
he still was not satisfied that there had 
not been any wrongdoing at the plant 
but did not think he had grounds for 
criminal prosecution: “I felt we had 
reached a point where we really had to 
fish or cut bait.” The Atomic Energy 
Act, he complains, offered him no 
middle ground—it provided the death 
penalty for anyone who violated AEC 
regulations “with the intent to secure 
an advantage to any foreign nation.” 

“It [the law] was a very severe thing 
to work under,” Brown explains. His 
boss, Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, then the 
chairman of the AEC, attempted to 
close the matter by telling the Joint 
Committee that he was “satisfied” that 
the missing material had been lost in 
NUMEC's waste processes over the 
years. 

And so, during the spring of 1966, 
even as a still-dissatisfied Joint 
Committee was dispatching a team 
from the General Accounting Office to 
see if they could do any better at 
NUMEC, the AEC went back to 
business as usual with Shapiro. 
Actually, it was a bit more than 
business as usual. NUMEC was 
solicited for a bid—and then was 
selected from a list of four companies 
as the one “best qualified"—to handle 
a contract calling for the fabrication of 
fuel from almost three tons of 
plutonium, by far the largest quantity 
of that bomb-grade material ever 
placed in private hands. 

Even after this contract, NUMEC 
lapsed back into some of its old habits. 
In 1967, for example, Shapiro was 
asked to delay the plants annuzi 
inventory because AEC inspectors 
would be late in arriving to oversee the 
operation. Shapiro ignored the 
request, and went ahead with his own 
inventory, a move, said the AEC 
inspectors, that made his inventory 
worthless as a tool to check the 
accuracy of the plant's books. 

Shortly afierwards, NUMEC, the 
company that had hoped to become 
“the du Pont of the atomic fuel 
indusiry," was dissolved. In a proxy

Around 1976 the Nationai Security 
Council received a packet of informa- 
tion put together bv NRC and ERDA 
weapons experts. The packet is still 
classified as secret, but the cover letter 
was later released. It explains that the 
packet was stamped secret "because we 
indicated the number of nuclear 
weapons that possibiy could have been 
made if the material had been 
diverted.” 

Because of these and other strange 
footprints that remained: along the 
path of the NUM EC case, by mid-1978 


“three congressional subcommittees, 


the FBI, and the GAO were going back 
through the old files and interviewing 
some of the old players. Interviews 
with a number of investigators and 
former figures in the case indicate that 
there are at least four working theories 
about what might have happened. 

The first theory i is that the Johnson 
administration, perhaps aided by CIA 
operatives, authorized the diversion to 
help Israel prepare for the mounting 
Arab military threats that culminated 
in the 1967 Six Day War. 

The second is that NUMEC was a 
“free-lance” operation carried out by 
the CIA's powerful pro-Israeli faction, 
which might have pointed out the way 
and illuminated the loopholes that 
were waiting to be exploited. 

The third theory is that the diversion 
was carried out entirely by the Israelis, 
with help from either Shapiro or his

NEWMAN stated that he first met ZALMAN M. SHAPIRO 
while he (NEWMAN) was counsel to Congress' Joint Committee on 
Energy from 1960 to 1964. SHAPIRO appeared before that 
Committee to urge continued ownership of all nuclear material 
by the Federal Government. This would assure price 
stability and be beneficial to small businesses like NUMEC. 


In 1964, NEWMAN decidéd to enter the private 
sector and sent resumes to several corporations, including 
NUMEC, where he became General Counsel in November, 1964, 
and remained there until July, 1967. 


NEWMAN stated that he was involved strictly 
in the business end of the corporation and knew little of 
the technical side of NUMEC. Іп that capacity, he observed 
SHAPIRO to be an intelligent, energetic, hard working, 
confident individual with no business sense whatsoever.

Dear Mr. Drum: 


The Attorney General has requested me to reply 
to your letter dated November 28, 1962, with enclosures, 
which contained allegations of irregularities which have 
occurred within the Atomic Energy Commission. 


The material presented in your correspondence has 
been carefully reviewed. At my request, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, which is the investigative arm of the 
Department of Justice, interviewed you to ascertain what 
specific information you had with respect to the general 
allegations contained in your letter. I am unable to 
conclude from the information you presented that violations 
of the Federal statutes have occurred and, accordingly, 
there is no basis for further action by the Department of 
Justice at this time. 


If you possess specific information which reflects 
& violation of Federal law, it is suggested that it be 
brought to the attention of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation or the office of the United States Attorney, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania.

BERTRAN SCHWARTZ, Senior Vice-President, Consolidated 
Edison Company, 4 Irving Place, New York City (NYC), was inter- 
viewed regarding his knowledge of possible unauthorized diver- 
sion of nuclear material from the Nuclear Material and Equip- 
ment Corporation (NUMEC) during his tenure of employment. 


Mr. SCHWARTZ advised he had worked for NUMEC 
from March, 1965 to March, 1968 during which time he held 
a position in the Marketing Department followed by his 
appointment to assistant to the President, Mr. ZALMAN 
SHAPIRO.  SCHWARTZ described this position as basically 
a Staff Administrative post in which he would act as 
administrative assistant and advisor to Mr. SHAPIRO. 
SCHWARTZ said that the nature of his responsibilities 
did not include any direct involvement with the accounta- 
bility or security departments at NUMEC but as the Presi- 
dent's Assistant, һе was familiar with their operating 
procedures and results of their activity. 


SCHWARTZ advised that the radioactive material 
they received for processing was initially measured by 
weight upon its receipt at the Apollo plant. Thereafter 
it would be measured at various development stages by 
chemical formula techniques which would allow for normal 
loss and other elements formed as by-products. To SCHWARTZ's 
knowledge the supervision of loss accounting and the main- 
tenance of pertinent records was the function and responsi- 
bility of the accountability department.

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SYLVESTOR A. WEBER, Vice-President, Westi se 
ompany, Richland, Washington, home asaress |] b6 
advised that he was employed by Nuclear bc 
Material and Equipment Corporation (NUMEC), from June, 
1957, until November, 1971. From 1967 until 1971, he was 
the manager of operations and therefore had control over 
the operations of both their Apollo and Leechburg, Pennsyl- 
vania plants. That controll also, of course, included 
security and accountability of nuclear materials. WEBER 
stated that he placed JIM LOVETT in charge of nuclear 
accountability, and that LOVETT maintained duplicate ledgers, 
one kept in the manufacturing section, the other by LOVETT 
himself. 


WEBER stated that the uranium used in the Apollo 
plant was in a gaseous form. Upon delivery from the shipper, 
each tank was weighed before it was placed in a. vault by the 
accountability clerk. At the earliest convenience, samples 
were obtained and checked for isotopic characteristics, and 
total element content. The shipper also took samples from 
each cylinder at the time they were filled, and also made 
these samples available to them. Тһе tanks were weighed at 
all stages of use, therefore giving а record of how much 
material had been used and how much was on hand. 


In regard to radioactive scrap material, which was 
also received at the Apollo plant, it was most difficult to 
accurately measure its nuclear characteristics because it was 
not homogenous.

WEBER stated that in regards to determining the 
loss of material during the enrichment process, one must 
realize that back in the late 1950's and early 1960's, 
technology was not the same as today.

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WEBER stated that when he took over as manager of 
operations in 1967, he changed the procedures. Іп order to 
begin with the new accounting procedure, it was necessary to 
determine the entire losses which had occurred since the 
plant began operations in 1957. ‘The loss figure that they 
reported at that time (1967) was considerably higher than 
normal, but one must realize that it was а one-time adjust- 
ment to compensate for their lack of technology in the 
earlier days of production. WEBER also pointed out that the 
Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) sent teams into the plant 
annually to observe their inventory and at no time were they 
criticized for their operation. In addition, WEBER stated 
that he felt that their procedures were equal to, or better 
than, the procedures then used by the AEC. 


WEBER stated that as their technology. improved, 
their percentages of losses during the enrichment process 
also improved.

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Concerning Dr. SHAPIRO, RICE revealed that prior to 
working for NUMEC, he, RICE, was employed by Westinghouse 
Electric Corporation (МЕС), Bettis Atomic Power Division, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and although he was not then personally 
acquainted with Dr. SHAPIRO, knew him by reputation. He 
said Dr. SHAPIRO was highly regarded at МЕС. RICE described 
Dr. SHAPIRO as a possible genius who was loyal to the United 
States, He said he could not believe Dr. SHAPIRO would 
represent any risk or would deliberately harm the security 
| of the United States. 


RICE advised that he knew of no unusual communications 
between Dr. ‘SHAPIRO and any foreign Government or representative 
of any foreign Government, He said there were frequent visitors 
to NUMEC, but that prior to these visits, permission was always 
requested in writing of AEC for the visit of а non-citizen of 
the United States. RICE added that several representatives 
of AKC were at НИМЕС on a regular basis and inspections by АЕС 
were a normal occurrence and that at no time was he ever coached 
or preased into covering-up for unaccountable nuclear losses. 
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Administrator, Essex International, Inc.; 137 Delta, Blawnox, 
pa., was interviewed at her place of employment. 


Mrs. FALCO advised that during 1955 and 1956 she 
was employed by Westinghouse Electric Corporation (WEC), 
Bettis Atomic Power Division, pittsburgh, Pa., doing secretarial 
work under the Supervision of Dr. ZALMAN SHAPIRO. During 
aproximately January, 1957, Dr. SHAPIRO terminated his employment 
with WEC and formed, with others, the Nuclear Materials and 
Equipment Corporation (NUMEC), of Apollo, Ра. Several individuals 
then employed by WEC, 
FREDERICK FORSCHER, and herself, were immediately hired by Dr. 
SHAPIRO and this group formed the nucleus of NUMEC. She was 
hired as Dr. SHAPIRO's secretary; however, she subsequently 
became ínvolved in NUMEC's pookkeeping and accounting work. 
Mrs. FALCO said she remained in & permanent employment status 
with NUMEC until approximately 1964, when she voluntarily 
resigned for personal reasons. she said that during 1965 and 
1966, she returned to NUMEC and did secretarial work оп а part- 


at NUMEC she became well acquainted with Dr. SHAPIRO and found 
him to e a very brilliant individual whose loyalty to the 


She sa 
child of Dr. SHAPIRO, who, she said, participated in the early 
development of the nuclear age. 


Mrs. FALCO related that the primary function of NUMEC 
was the manufacturing of fuel for nuclear reaetors and to 
reprocess Scraps left over after manufacturing the fuel to 
recover the nuclear material remaining in the scmps. she added 
that during NUMEC's infancy, problems of safety regulations апа 
accountability of NUMEC's materials were inevitable. She said 
the company, during its infancy, жаз understaffed, personnel 
lacked experience and knowledge of handling and maintaining 
appropriate accountability of muclear materials both іп the 
productive and administrative areas. She said, for example, 
that FRED JOYNER WAS appointed the firat Accountability officer 
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of NUMEC and that JOYNER has no prior accounting experience 

or knowledge. She said that because of JOYNER's lack of 
accounting ability, discrepancies constantly developed to the 
point that she was requested to assist JOYNER &lthough she 

was not an accountant. NUMEC, according to Mrs. FALGO, finally 
during approximately 1964, hired JAMES LOVETT, former Atomic 
Energy Commission (AEC) employee, as NUMEC's Accountability 
Officer. Тһе company also hired during the early 1960s, CHARLES 
ELLISON, whose primary function was to review the company's 
processing procedure to determine how much nuclear material 

was going out in waste leftovers after the всгарв were processed. 
She said thereafter accountability both in the productive and 
administrative areas was greatly improved. 


Mrs. FALCO advised that she had no knowledge of 
the formation of the Israeli NUMEC Isotopés and Radiation 
Enterprises formed by Dr. SHAPIRO. She was unable to recall 
any fire that took place at NUMEC during her tenure at that 
company that might have destroyed either NUMEC's materials 
or records, She had no knowledge of any close association 
between Dr. SHAPIRO and representatives of any other particular 
country, She emphatically stated that to her knowledge, no 
diversion of nuclear materials eer occurred at NUMEC during 
her tenure at NUMEC. Mrs. FALCO stated that she was never 
approached by any NUMEC employee or any other person to cover- 
up for unaccountable nuclear losses and, in fact, has never 
been interviewed by AEC personnel or any other] person concerning 
the loss of nuclear materials at NUMEC. 


Mrs. FALCO saíd that she knew nothing of a derogatory 
nature that took place at NUMEC during her employment with 
that company that would be pertinent to this investigation. 
Mrs. FALCO reiterated that she holds Dr. SHAPIRO in the highest 
regard, that he was a Zionist, extremely intelligent, and a 
loyal American citizen, 
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ROBERT F. OLINGER, 5415 West 52nd Street, Fairview, 
Pa., employed as Sales Manager, Erie Steel Products, 2420 west 
l5th Street, Erie, Pa., at his request was interviewed at the 
FBI Office, Erie, Ра. 


OLINGER advised that he was employed by Nuclear 
Materials and Equipment Corporation (NUMEC), Apollo, Pa., from 
approximately August, 1959, to January, 1966, when he terminated 
this employment on his own volition. OLINGER revealed that 
his position while at NUMEC was Group Leader in charge of the 
nuclear materials vault. This vault, explained OLINGER, was in 
the Nuclear Materials Building located across the street fron 
the Administration Building in Apollo, Pa. OLINGER said his 
immediate supervisors were FLOYD JOYNER until approximately 1963, 
CHARLES BELTRAM and then SYLKSTER WEBER. He said his responsibili- 
ties included accountability of nuclear mateaials placed іп and 
removed from the vault. 


OLINGER advised he recalls a fire that occurred in the 
vault at NUMEC in about 1964. He advised he was at work at the time 
the fire occurred and assisted in controlling the fire. Не was 
Subsequently awarded a letter of commendation by his supervisor, 
CHARLES BELTRAM, for his action in Stopping the fire. He advised 
he recalled the fire occurred about mid-afternoon and was apparently 
started by sow chemical reaction and affected about three or 
four shelves in the vault on which materials were stored. He 
Said he believed the fire was definitely accidental and that there 
were no particular labor problems at the time of the fire. 


OLINGER said there were no records destroyed by the 
- fire since they were maintained in an area separated from the 
damaged area. Не has no recollection of any nuclear materials 
being destroyed and tbat the main damage was to shelving in the 
storage area, 


OLINGER described the vault as a long narrow room, 
possibly 100 yasds long. There was shelving down both walls 
and down the center of the room, Не described the accountability 
procedure as follows: 


NUMEC used the three tag system for nuclear materials. 
vault the cards were made out in 
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triplicate. А cardboard copy accompanied the material to іле 
shelf where the material was stored, a paper copy was filed 

іп а file maintained by OLINGER, and a third copy was returned 
to the department of NUMEC that brought the material to the wilt, 
OLINGER said he does not recall the exact make-up of the cards, 
but to the best of his recollection, they contained blanks for 
the date, weight, job number, percentage of uranium, initials 

of person bringing the material to the vault and intials of 
vault personnel, 


OLINGER advised that periodically inventories were taken 
of all nuclear materials maintained by NUMEC. Nuclear materials, 
he said, were all over the plant in various forms and types 
of amtainers. He pointed out that nuclear materials shipped from 
НИМЕС and that received by NUMEC should have equaled the amount 
of msierial on hand; however, there were often discrepancies 
which, to his knowledge, were never full explained.  OLINGER 
recalled that Atomic Energy Commission (АЕС) inspections 
were the result of nuclear material shortages, but thatthe 
results of these inspections were never known to him. He 
believed that Dr. SHAPIRO, then President of NUMEC, would have 
had to explain these losses to the AEC inspectors, 


OLINGER said he often wondered what had һарреші to 
this missing nuclear material, but could not conceive of 
anyone haying taken nuclear materials from the plant on their 
person. He said, moreover, the average worker at NUMEC who had 
access to nuclear materials would not have known how to dispose 
of it and that the average management or engineering personnel 
would not generally have access to the material. OLINGER said 
he has tried to rationalize losses but was unable to come up 
with reasons for shortages unless, he speculated, that the 
losses were due through the machines utilized to process the 
nuclear material or catried out on the cloding of workers, 
through drain systems or through faulty record keeping. 


OLINGER advised that he has never had any reason to 
believe that shortages of nuclear materials at НИМЕС wm due to 
unauthorized removal of this material from the plant, nor was 
he aware of any rumor to that effect while employed at NUMEC. 


OLINGER advised that subsequent ;to his leaving NUMEC, 
hews interviewed at his home by four AEC inspectors to 
determine 17 shortages of nuclear materials at NUMEC had any 
bearing on his leaving. Не saíd these inspectors were persons

who had inspected NUMEC оп occasions prior to his departure. 
OLINGER added that he told these inspectors that shortages of 
nuclear materíal at NUMEC had absolutely no bearing on his 
terminating his employment with that company. 


OLINGER advised that he was not personally acquainted 
with Dr. SHAPIRO and that his only association was strictly on 
an employee-employer relationship, 


OLINGER advised that during his employment at NUMEC, 
he recalled that some Japanese scientis® had visited the plant, 
but could not recall any other foreigners having visited, 
studied, or having been employed at NUMEC. 


OLINGER said that during his employment at NUMEC 
he was never pressured in any manner whatsoever into covering- 
up unaccountable nuclear losses. 


OLINGER said he knew of no relationship between Dr. 
SHAPIRO and any foreign government or representatives of any 
foreign government. 


OLEZNGER revealed that subsequent to leaving NUMEC, 
he went to work for DAVID LOWENTHAL, Raychord Corporation of 
Apollo, Pa.,and remained with that company for approximately 
three to three and one half years. He said LOWENTHAL was very 
pro-Israeli and that he reportedly had been а General in the 
Israeli Army. L@WENTHAL frequently visited Israel during the 
years OLINGER worked at Raychord. OLINGER stated that he knew 
of no relationship between Dr. SHAPIRO and LOWENTMAL.

Pittsburgh, Ра., was interviewed at the United States Federal 
Build, Pittsburgh, Ра. 


JOYNER revealed that he was employed by the 
Nuclear Materials and Equipment Corporation (NUMEC), Apollo, 
Pa., from April, 1958, until July, 1964. He was employed 
from April, 1958, to May, 1959, in Accountability and 
as Shipping Clerk and was promoted during May, 1959, as 
the Accountability Representative and Supervisor of Shipping 
of Radioactive Materials. During June, 1963, he was made 
Supervisor of Receiving and Storeroom and was fired from NUMEC 
during July, 1964. 


JOYNER explained that prior to his employment at 
NUMEC, he was employed as a fuel technician for the United 
States Steel Corporation, Vandergríft, Ра. His duties there 
consisted of general technical work to assist іп maintaining 
control and ordering supplies of fuels used in the making and 
treating of various steel products. When hired by NUMEC, 
he was initially only responsible for maintaining records of 
radioactive materials and the preparing and arranging for the 
shipping of finished products. He stated, however, that during 
1958, NUMEC only maintained regular radioactive material and 
it was only after working at NUMRC for approximately six months 
that they received licenses to manufacture higher elements such 
ав 0235 and plutonium. Іп May, 1959, he was suddenly given the 
responsibility for maintaining records of radioactive materials 
and reporting of these records to the Atomic Emergy Commission 
(AKC). He also was to supervise the shipping of all radioactive 
finished products. At the same time he became Supervisor of 
the Custodians of the Radioactive Materials Vaults. His duties 
included the ordering and/or purchasing of all radioactive 
materials from 0.8. AEC. Besides doing a great deal of 
the purchasing for the plant as a whole, he also prepared and 
submitted applications for special permits to the Bureau of 
Explosives and the Interstate Commerce Commission to ship 
radioactive materials and special powdered metals. He prepared 
all export documents relating to the exporting of radioactive 

equipsent. 
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JOYNER explained that he was not an accountant 
and when appointed to the above positions had no knowledge 
of how to perform accountability in line with AEC guidelines 
апа that his only source of information concerning these 
matters was obtained through his personal contacts with people 
he knew at Westinghouse Electric Corporation (WEC).  JOYNER 
advised that due to his lack of experience and knowledge in 
the accountability of nuclear material, record-keeping was 
very inadequate. Не explained that during enrichment processing 
of nuclear materials, losses would occur for which he would 
receive no explanation, He said, however, that these losses 
were never questioned or, to his knowledge, researched, 


JOYNER advised that the primary function of NUMEC 
was the manufacture of nuclear fuels and other mateials used 
in converting nuclear power reactors. Another primary 
function of NUMEC, according to JOYNER, was the recovery of 
uranium from waste materinls, WEC being their prime supplier 
of waste materials. He said frequent discrepancies occurred 
concerning the amount of uranium recovered by NUMEC and that 
to be overed by WEC, He stated that he could not recall 
ever having received any reports on the amount of uranium 
recovered during the processing of waste material by NUMEC 
and therefore was not able to explain these discrepancies, 
JOYNER advised these discrepancies, however, were in part 
undoubtedly due to the inadequate record-keeping system 
established by NUMEC. JOYNER indicated that although there 
was lax accountability and records were inadequate to give 
Strict accountability, he was unaware of any misha&dling or 
diversion of nuclear materials during his employment at NUMEC. 
He stated his accountability of nuclear material was based оп 
reports channeled to him and that he never had the opportunity 
ос, for that matter, reason to monitor production to verify 
the accuracy of these reports. 


JOYNER revealed that the NUMEC vault was а room 
approximately 12 by 18 feet with cement block walls. The 
vault consisted of two doors and one service window. While 
JOYNER was Accountability Officer, he was also in charge 
of the vault, which was manned 24 hours а дау, sevon days а 
week. The vault was used primarily for the purpose of storing 
plastic containers containing nuclear materials which were labeled 
and stored on metal shelves, Тһе only records maintained within 
the vault were those regarding the movement in and out of the 
vault of nuclear materials for a given day. All other records 
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pertaining to accountability were maintained ín his office in the 
Administration Building. Nuclear materials could be obtained 
from the wilt by any NUMEC employee possessing supervisory 
authority. JOYNER advised that to his knowledge, there was 
never any unauthorized removal of nuclear materials from the 
vault. There were, to his knowledge, no unusual incidents 

that occurred in the vault during his employment with NUMEC. 


JOYNER advised that during his tenure as Accountability 
Officer at Mc, he was frequently audited by AEC personnel from 
Мех York and Washington, D.C. Figures were contantly in 
conflict; however, there wasunever any criticism or pressure 
exerted on him to improve his accountability procedures and 
records by NUMEC superiors or AEC personnel, 


JOYNER advised that during June, 1963, he was replaced 
by a young NUMEC accountant whose name he could not recall. 
This accountant, however, remained in this position for only а 
short period of time before being replaced by a former AEC 
employee. 


JOYNER advimed that he was placed in charge of the 
NUMEC storeroom during June, 1963, and remained in this position 
until July, 1964, at mm t ine was dismissed without explanation. 


Concerning the formation of NUMEC, JOYNER revealed 
that although he had no personal knowledge, he understood 
that the company was formed by Dr. SHAPIRO and other prominent 
individuals ín the nuclear field. Тһе original personnel of 
NUMEC included many people that SHAPIRO brought with him from 
WEC. 


JOYNER advised that he was not personally acquainted 
with Dr. SHAPIRO, but knew him to be a very difficult person 
to work for. Employees of NUMEC did not partículary care for 
Dr. SHAPIRO as & person, but he could not recall any specific 
positive or negative comments concerning SHAPIRO. 


JOYNER advised that he was never pressured by any NUMEC 
employee to cover-up the accountability for any nuclear losses. 
He had no knowledge of any mnauthorized diversion of nuclear 
materials from NUMEC during his employment at that company. 


In conclusion, JOYNER advised that he never felt that 
he was qualified or had adequately handled the job as Accountability 
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Officer at NUMEC and felt that others employed at that 

time were not qualified for the positions they held. He said 
that for this reason he felt that any loss of nuclear materials 
was due to the inadequate processing, handling, and record- 
keeping system rather than any unauthorized diversion of 
nuclear material.

Source said that there was а definite Zionist 
influence in NUMEC leadership. ZALMAN M. SHAPIRO, Manager, 
would be sympathetic to Israel. ARNOLD BLUM was а 
metallurgist for NUMEC at the time, but later left the 
company and moved to Israel, where he is presently 
operating a nuclear technical facility. FRED FORSCHER 
was a vice-president of NUMEC, was born in Europe, 
spent time in а German concentration camp, and is а 
devout Zionist and continues to reside in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, area. LEONARD PEPKOWITZ was а vice-president 
of NUMEC, but prior to discovery of the missing uranium, 
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transferred to a facility in Buffalo, New York. 


Source stated that OSCAR GRAY worked for ZALMAN 
SHAPIRO and always seemed to come up with necessary 
finances to fund any worthwhile project that NUMEC 
was interested in working. 


Source stated that certain technical publica- 
tions available on nuclear developments have printed 
articles on the loss of enriched uranium at NUMEC in 
the 1960's. А recent article presented the thought 
that the missing uranium possibly ended up in Israel 
and was a quasi-legal transfer sanctioned by the United 
States Government.

He further 
advised that he was visited by reporters on 10/31/77, just 
prior to the time of the interview by Pittsburgh Agents. 
He said he informed the reporters that he did not desire 
to be interviewed concerning the NUMEC matter by any repre- 
sentatives of the press but said that he assumed that in 
view of the publicity surrounding the forthcoming "Rolling 
Stone" article that he will be contacted by other reporters 
in the future. 


FORSCHER advised that he believes there is some 
type of conspiracy to keep the "NUMEC" matter before the 
public and he is convinced that the reason for this is one 
of the three reasons he furnished as set out at the end 
of the FD-302.

Emphasizing that the CIA suspi- 
cions were not an official CIA view, 
sources said there were some people 
inside the agency who thought there 
were strong links between the fnissing 
uranium and Israel's acquisifion of 
weapons and others who lieved 
there were no links at all. 

“At no time has it been alleged that 
the CIA believed uranium had been

Yesterday afternoon Mr. William Riley, Director of 
Security for AEC, and I met with Congressman Holifield, Chairman 
of the Joint Committee, and Mr. Ed Bauser and George Murphy, 
Director and Deputy Director of the staff of the Committee. I 
told Congressman Holifield that it would not be possible to 
produce the ЕВІ reports for their examination principally because 
of the sensitive sources and investigative techniques that are 
usually involved in such an investigation. I indicated, however, 
that the Attorney General recognized the interest of the Joint 
Committee in the affairs of the Commission, and the committee's", 
right to access to information regarding Atomic Energy matters. 
I added, however, that we had no objection to the Committee being 
kept abreast of the pertinent facts developed in the investigation. 
т said that it was my understanding that the Committee had in 
fact been advised orally by representatives of the Commission of 
the principal developments in the case. No one took issue with 
that statement. 


Congressman Holifield did not seem to have any problem 
with this position and indicated that he understood. Mr. Murphy, 
however, was rather persistent and talked at length about the 
complexities of the case and the suspicious circumstances surround- 
ing Shapiro and his corporation over the past seven years. He 
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also indicated that he had considerable knowledge about the 
investigation over and beyond the AEC briefings to which neither 
Mr. Riley nor I made any comment. It was finally agreed that we 
would endeavor to provide the Committee with a written summary 

of the investigative results in the near future which is to be 
prepared by Mr. Riley and submitted to the Department for 
clearance. When it is received it will be forwarded to the 

Bureau for comments. I also indicated that we would endeavor 

to provide another summary or summaries later should the investi- 
gation continue over a period of time. Chairman Holifield assured 
me that such material was kept in the staff files only for his 

use and the use of the staff and was not available to Committee 
members. Although this may well be true, in the general operations 
of this Committee, I would think it must be assumed that if any 
particular Committee member decided that he would like to have 
access to a particular Committee file, that his request would 

have to be granted eventually.

J. WALTER YEAGLEY, Assistant Attorney General, 
Internal Security Division, Department of Justice, 
Washington, D. C., advised the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(ЕВІ), Washington, D. C., by letter dated September 14, 1966, 
that the activities of subject and his company, the Nuclear 
Materials and Equipment Corporation (NUMEC) of Apollo, Ра., 
were recently reviewed for possible Federal violation. 


Mr. YEAGLEY advised that a review of the facts, 
as disclosed during FBI investigation, reflects that the 
subject claimed that his company and the Government of 
Israel formed a company known as the Israel Numec Isotopes 
and Radiation Enterprises (ISORAD), Limited, on a partnership 
basis. As a result of his association with ISORAD subject 
Stated he has had a business association with JOSEPH EYAL, 
Science Attache, Embassy of Israel, Washington, D. C., and 
the Purchasing Commission of the Israeli Government in New 
York City. Іп this connection subject advised that NUMEC 
has sold its manufactured products to the Government of 
Israel after securing a license from the Export Control 
Division of the United States Department of Commerce. 
Subject added that he considered his business associatien 
with the Israeli Government as a bona fide business venture 
and that in his opinion he never served as an agent of the 
Israeli Government, 


Mr. YEAGLEY pointed out that the matter of NUMEC's 
sale of manufactured products to the Government of Israel 
raises a question as to whether NUMEC or the subject would 
come within the purview of the registration requirements 
of the Foreign Agents Registration Act as recently amended.

Title 42 USC, Section 2252, provides that the Commission 
shall keep the Joint Committee "fully and currently informed 
with respect to all of the Commission's activities." That 
section also provides "any Government agency shall furnish any 
information ‘requested by the Joint Committee with respect to 
the activities or responsibilities of that agency in the field 
of atomic energy." Despite this broad authorization by the 
Congress the Commission as I recall under President Truman 
entered into an agreement with the Department that no material 
from the FBI would be released to the Committee by the Commission 
without the approval of the Attorney General.
